up hie residence in France or Germany, indulg- 
ing in occasional travel. The pursuit of 
pleasure at any cost of money, on the part of 
Americans, and the pursuit of economy st any 
cost of pleasure, on the part of the English, 
neturally keep them apart, and one class really 
exerts very little influence on the other. 
Though speaking the same language, the intel- 
ligent French or German hotel-keeper, or rail- 
way-guard, or shop-girl can tell the American 
and Englishman apart at a mere glance. How- 
ever foolish American travelers abroad may 
be with their money, they are not, therefore, 
likely to affect the conditions or charges 
in the case of traveling Englishmen, for their 
lines of travel are, financially and socially speak- 


of American travel abroad, was to get in the tra- 
ditional and conventional sneers. For instance, 
the usual objection to the nasal utterances of 
Americans is commented upon at length. A 
Chicago gentleman of education and culture, 
who has recently returned from a tour of Great 
Britain, says that he could talk Irish in Ireland 
and Scotch in Scotland, and found his only diffi- 
culty in talking English in England. We are not 
altogether sure that it was his fault. Whatever 
the faults or follies of Americans on the conti- 
nent may be, they are better thought of than 
the other people who speak the same language.

In one of his recent essays on sociology, Her- 
bert Spencer lays down as a principle that one 
has only to observe human action at every turn 
to discover that average human intelligence is 
incapable of guiding conduct in very simple mat- 
ters, and then goes on to illustrate by facts in 
everyday experience. A person rises in the 
morning and takes a vial containing a tonic. 
After he has counted the requisite number of 
drops, other drops run down the vial and are 
wasted, because it has not been constructed with 
® lip, which would save them. At breakfast, 
he uses a bottle of sance for his fish and finds 
it sticky, because the sauce has run down its 
side for the same reason asabove. He sits 
down before the fire, and, wishing to replenish 
it, picks up a piece of coal with the tongs, which 
immediately slips out, because the tongs are 
made smooth and will not hold it. He com- 
mences to read his newspaper, and soon finds out 
that his chair is not an easy one, because it 
has not been constructed with reference 
to an even distribution of the weight 
of the body; and 80 on (indefinitely. 
Whereupon Mr. Spencer theorizes that, even 
after three thousand years of civilization, we do 


This deduction of the great social philampher 
is both correct and incorrect. It is just such a 
deduction as a philosopher might be expected to 
make sitting in his easy-chair in his library, 
speculating upon vials, sauce-bottles, | tongs, 
and chairs, elevated above the plane of ordinary 
mortals, especially of those hurried mortals 
who make and use these articles every 
day of their lives, and haven't time to stop and 
think about them.—why they are made, how they 
are made, or whether they could be made bet-

A large part of life, or of the daily 
operations of life, must be necessarily in the 
nature of routine. Mistakes in small matters 
are handed down from generation to generation 
and kept in existence, because it is impossible 
for mankind to perfect the larger matters, which 
are of the first importance, and some of which 
are imperatively necessary to existence. It is 
more important, for instance, to perfect lines 
and nets for catching fish, to provide 
the markets for their sale, to build ves- 
sels for the fishermen, &c., than to save 
a few drops of sauce to eat on the fish. It is 
much more important to perfect the machinery 
and methods of mining coal, and to provides 
supply and market it, than it is to construct s 
pair of tongs which shall be able to hold a lamp 
of it; and so on in each illustration which Mr. 
Spencer makes. As long as these weichtier 
matters crowd themselves forward for regula- 
tion, the little matters will be allowed to run on 
in the old ruts, especially when the old ruts do 
not involve any special hardship or discomfort. 
As civilization advances these large demands 
also advance with equal pace. In this condition 
of affairs, how is a man who has to provide 
bread and butter for his family to 
look after taxes, assessments, and insurance; 
to regulate the complex machinery of his 


him; to fulfill certain imperative social obliga- 
tions; to develop and sustain schemes of phi- 
lanthropy ; to@upport the Church; to take care of 
his body against the ravages of disease and the 


the State Prison—how has such a man time to 
attend to the minor details of life, or why shouid 


on his bottle? He sees that these little matters 
run smoothly enough in their ruts, and, with a 
profound sense of thankfulness that the ruts 
have been provided, he allows them to keep on 
running, just as his father and grandfather did 


| before him, and gives his attention to the larger 


matters, which must be attended to, and yet not 
one of them has ever been perfected. 

There is another view of this matter to be 
taken. The great majority of people don’t care 
for these little details. They haven't time to be 
sybaritic, even if they were so disposed. There 
are thousands of people who don’t want the new- 
fangled notions, the vials and sauce-bottles 
with lips, or the tongs with points. They would 
rather have the old ones. They would rather 
endure the old discomforts to which they have 
been accustomed than to be bored with learning 
how to use the new. Most men are thank- 
ful enough to get their bottle of fish- 
sauce, and the fish to eat it on, with- 
out bothering themselves over the few 
drops that stain the label. What he lacks in 
convenience he makes up in happiness. The 
most unhappy man in the world is the man who 
is always looking to see if the ends of his tongs 
are rough or the fish-sauce bottle clean. The 
over-fastidious man is subjected to a constant 
series of petty discomforts, for the total de- 
pravity of inanimate things is mainly character- 
istic of little things. 80 long, therefore, as 
man is happy in keeping the little affairs of life 
in their ruts, why cloud his happiness by sug- 
gesting to bum that he had better close up the 
ruts and establish new channels for his medi- 
eine- bottles, fish-sauce, tongs, and easy chairs, 
especially when the day is not long enough to 
attend to the large necessities, which destroy 
some people and distract all ? 

It is tobe presumed that, in the serene heights 
of philosophy where Mr. Spencer dweils, elevated 
far above the din and turmoil, the cares and dis- 
tractions, of the ordinary world, he bas neither 
large cares nor little cares to trouble him. He 
has not to take heed what he shall eat or drink, 
nor wherewithal he shall be clothed. He has 
nothing to do but to spin his philosophic 
webs and dream dreams of a state of

His diamond 
caskets were secreted within his own chamber, 
where he was always prepared to fight in their 
defense. His early taste for debauchery was 
succeeded by that of avarice, and the poor old 
man, with his curly silk wig, his affectation 
of youth, his evident decrepitude, was one of the 
curiosities of Europe.
